The informant stated that ahe vaa not eertain juat exaotly hov 
lon g SUBJECT resided at tte latter address but atated that the 
SUBJECT ia veil regarded by everyone in the neighborhood and bsr 
eve ryone vfae kncnn her. SOBJBGT'a grendddughter la one Segina 
VAlTKEncns and Reglna'a husband ia Tineas.

HtOZAS atated that aha believes that the SUjBJSOT'a son and 
dau^tefvln-lav vlaited the SUBJECT and other ri^ativea in the 
Qiieago area vlthln the peat two years. 



BROZAS aitdttd that aha knon 8 of no {{uastionable organieatlona ta 
vhiob tho SUBJECT belongs^ knows of no veaknossoe that tho SUBJECT 
has and statsd that aha la quits osrtain that ths SUBJECT la not an 
Aasrloan eltlian.

Ths infonunt stated that ahe haa known tbs SUBJECT for a period 
of two yeara or longer and knowa nothing of an adrarae nature oonosm* 
ing the SUBJECT* 

The SUBJECT haa reaided at 21X3 S* li9th Oonrt with a granddaughter 
and the granddaughter's hoahand and threa ohildran for a period of wora 
than five yeara and prerioualy to thla resided at 1939 liSth C<Mrt« 
SfQCTB stated that she did not know hew long the SUBJECT had resided 
at the latter address but believes it vaa for a period of perfa^ two 
or three years* 

%e inf omant atated that the SUBJECT, who is orer 80 yaara of 
aga, was born in Idthaania and oae e to the United Statee approxlaately 
10 years ago* Sren though the SUBJECT is quits elderly, she enjoye 
good health and la qell regarded by erexyone who knows her» The iiw 
forwant, however^ believes that the SUBJECT is not generally well 
known axid is a quiet person who does not apeak ^iglish* 

SMITH knew of no Gonsiaxistle oonneotlons that the SUBJECT adgbt 
have and doubta very wooh if toe SUBJECT la sywpathetio to the Cow^* 
nist way of life* Inf orwant baaed this reasoning on the fact, that 
while ttm SUBJECT resided in Borope during the Seo^ World War, ahe 
was eopoaed to imny hardahipa and tron all Ixidioationa was quite eer* 
tain that the SUBJECT la pro-dswrioan in her views and the Infornant 
stated that ahe would be happy to reoomnand the SUBJECT as a reliable, 
reputable Individual with good oharaoter* 

On 21 Oeoember I960, Mr* Joseph TQMWAS, a developed Infomrat, 
approqclBately $5 yeare of age, was interviewed at 1938 S» || 8 th Courts 
donoeming the SUBJECT* TUHEMAS atated that be haa known tbn SUBJECT 
for six yeara or longer and knows nothing of an Adverse nature don- 
eeming her* 

TUMnkUS described SUB JECT as an elderly vevtan of apj^rakbsately 
85 yearn of age, who was bom in Idthuanla and oasM to ^ United 
States a pproxiaately 10 years ago* She la not a dtlaen of the United 
States and haa for over five yeara resided with a gz^ddan^ter and 
the granddaughter * a husband at 2113 li9th Court* 3U.or to this re** 
Sidenoe^ tha SUBJECT zwided with the granddani^ter at 1938 S* 146 th 
Court* Infoznant atated that ha was not oartein how long the SUBJECT 
resided at the latter address but beUevea it was for approximately 
or three years*
